Caused by Stove Gas. 


RUMORS OF SUICIDE ARE AFLOAT 


Paris, Sept. 29.— Emile ,Zola, the 


novelist, Who was bora in Paris April 
2, 1840, died this morning-. 


Zola was found dead in his house 


from asphyxiation. 
His 
wife 
is 


gravely ill. It is saicl that t-he nov- 
elist's de'atSi was accidental. 


Zola was 
asphyxiated by fumes 


from a stove, the pipes of wnich are 
said to have "been out 'Of order. 
At 


the same time it is stated that there 
are indications of suicide. 


JUST -RETURNED TO PARIS. 
Zohi and his wife returned to Paris 


yesterday 
after 
spending ' three 


months in the country. It is hopec 
that Madame Zola will survive. 


Zola returned to his Paris home 


from -his country -House at Hciiaii, 
and owing 'to a sudden spell -of cold 
weather liore lie ordered the heating 
stove in liis bedroom to be lighted. 
The stove burned lad-ly, but Zola iiud 
•his wife retired at [0 o'clock last 
nigflit, and tdie servants, not heat-ins 
any nio 7enieiit in tho apnrtment this 
morning, entered rue 
bedroom at 


9:30 an'd found Ma'dame Sola lying- 
oil the bed, inanimate. 
Zul.i 
was 


lying Ir/ilf out of bed, with his head 
•and shoulders on I'iie floor and his; 
legs on the bed. Doctors were sum- 
moned, but they failed to restore 
Zo a to -fife. 
After prolonged efforts 


the.y resuscitated 'M-nd'.une Zola. 


A SUICIDE RUHOB. 


The rumor circulatfid 
regarding* 


Zola's H-up posed suicide from poison 
•was 'based on the fact that ejections 
from his stVMiiic-a were .found on the 
floor, but the doctors s.iy thuy dime 
from Zola's dog,- w-liioh was also in 
thn bedrocm -and which did r.ot suffer 
from ns-f'hyxintion. 
Z-jln dined with 


•a g'ocd 'appetite yesterday 
evening 


and the servants of the household 
•ate of the s^me dishes. Nothing un- 
usual was heaul in the bedroom dur- 
ing the nigiht. 


Some workmen arrival at the Zola 


residence at half -past 9 this morning 
in order to make certain repairs in 
Zola's bedroom, but the servants had 
already become alarmed at hearing 
no soun'ri from the room and decider"! 
to enter it and burst t-he door open. A 
s]ig*.1it od'or c/f cr.rbonic gas was at 
onre noticed and the bodies of the 
novelist ',ind his wife were found in 
the positions already described. 


TRIED TO RISE. 


Zola had evidently been awakened J 


by a ohoking* sensation, tried to rise, 
but wag overcome by the i'umea, 
which apparently escaped from the 
defective stove. 
The windows were 


immediately opened, doctors and a 
commlsEairy of police were

nioned and the utmost efforts wei 
made to revive the novelist and h

"I think it .proba-ble that the acci- 


dent was caused by inhaling heavy 
carbonic gas, which lay mainly 'be- 
low the level cf the Ivigh'bed.

Zola and his wife were thus not suf- 
focated

bed. M. Zola was 


tvwakencd by the effect of the gas 
and tried to rise, but he was seizec 
with vomiting, fainted and thus fell 
to the floor, whore he was suffocatec 
by the gvis. Uis wife was also over- 
come, but less so than her husband," 


The commissary cf police, in. his 


report to tlie prefect ol Paris, said: 


'•The heating &tove was not light- 


ed and there was no odor of gas. 
It 


s believe'd Ihfit this death was due 
to accidental poison! Jig by 
drugo. 


Two little dogs found in the bedroom 
are alive." 


The commissary of police, in a sec- 


ond report, 
endorsed the medical 


opinion that Zola's death was 'ncci- 
deutal and due to asphyxiation. 


Dr. IieyrniJind, who -attended the 


victims, is quoted as saying in mi 
interview published this afternoon 
•that the p-lalo of 10 ie stove was still 
warm and that the ejections came 
from a d-og-. 
Tho prefect has ordered the city 
nrchitect to examine the .bedroom in 
which Zola died and -lias issued in- 
structions that an analysis 'be made 
of his blood and of the atmosphere of 
his room. 


Zola had -been resting from literary 


work since he finished his -book call- 
ed "The Truth." 


The obituary notices pay tribute 


to Zola's high literary talent. The

HAVE STOLEN OVER IN BODIES 


Indianapolis, 
Ind., 
Sept. 20.- 


Wholesale robbery of graves in the 
cemeteries about Indianapolis, whiel 
have been going on for some time 
was brought to a close early this 
morning by the arrest of a gang of 
seven, negroes. 
Warrants were is- 


sued todny for a prominent physi- 
cian, the demonstrator of -anatomy in 
the Central College of Physicians and 
Surgeons, in which two stolen •'bodies 
were found about ten days 'ago; an 
•Interne in the college and the janitor. 


Rufus Cantrill, one of the negroes 


made :a complete confession and im- 
plicated 
the 
others. He said the 


physician accompanied the negroes 
•on several of the 'grave robbing ex- 
peditions. 
ROBBED ONE -HUNDRED GRAVES. 


Nearly one hundred graves ' have 


been robbed by the ghouls during 
t'ho last three months. The detectives 
say the negroes were armed/ with, 
shot-guns and equipped witfh ihorses 
•and wagons. The bodies were sold to 
different colleges which, opened their 
winter terms last week. The detec- 
tives say that a complete investiga- 
tion will probably show that even tire 
graves in Crown Hill were desecrated 
by the ghouls. Cantrill sai'd that lie 
nnd the other negroes visited Mount 
Jackson cemeteay •almost every time 
anyone was buried in the place. "We 
uretty near cleaned that plivce out," 
he snid. 
"I -don't believe that w« 


have missed 'anybody that has been 
buried there since July." 


Cantrill 
said 
there 
were some 


graves that -were not disturbed 
.be- 


cause the flowers and other 'articles 
on top were placed in such a mannei 
hat the -band 'did not feel confident 
of restoring the graves to 'their form- 
r -appearance. 
When the negroes

organized gang of ghouls.

A.-H. Orr, of .Belonont county, Ohio, 


a resident of this city from 1858 
until 1866, is in the city for. a few 
days' visit and is the guest of his 
•brother, John W. Orr, secretary -and 
treasurer of the Mayflower 
mills. 


It is Mi-. Orr's first visit to Fort 
Wayne since the close of the civil 
war nnd he says 'Fort Wayne

scarcely recognizable, so wonderful 
has been the growth of tthe^ity since 
he Jeft it nearly two score years ago. 


To a Sentinel reporter Mr. Orr this 


morning talked most enter tain ingly 
of the city as he knew it in the '60s. 
Mr. .Orr was a member of one of the 
early -fire companies and renumbers 
•many an exciting- experience dnring 
the days of the old "man-power" en- 
gines. He 
as one of the few sur- 


vivors of the first regular fire com- 
pany organized- in Fort Wayne. 


Mr.. Orr was stricken with smallpox 


in 1864 -and the 'disease 
left him 


practically sightless. He .-has made 
his home in Belmont. county for many 
years and is one of tihe -most .promi- 
nent and highly respected men ia 
the county. -"Fort Wayne is my 
ideal city," -said iltovOrr, (fand I re- 
gard it -as one of the -l>flst -cities in 
the country. In the Fort Wayne .of 
todny, with its extensive manufac- 
tories, its handsome business houses 
end residences, beautiful streets and

In response to a telegram from Su- 


perintendent Gorsline, John H. Clark, 
a "United States inspector of immigra- 
tion stationed at Montreal, came tD 
this city yesterday and failed 
to 


identify the Syrian named Abraham 
Alick, alias Wolf, detained at the 
contagion hospital as a suspected 
refugee from the bureau. 


Alick was discovered several weeks 


igo by the county health authorities 
suffering from a disease of the eye-?, 
technically known, as trachoma, an.l 
was sent to St. Joseph hospital for 
treatment. 
Later it was supposed 


that he w-as one of a party of Syrians 
who had evaded the immigration au- 
thorities at Montreal and had been 
smuggled into the Uaiited States by 
professional 
smugglers of human 


freight, who thrive along the Can- 
adian border. The case was reporte.l 
and the government department in- 
formed the local authorities that an 
inspector would be sent on. In the 
meantime Alick was examined and it 
was found that he was .suffering' from 
an infectious and contagious disease 
and he was removed to the contagion 
hospital. 


On his visit of examination Inspec- 


tor Clark was accompanied by Health 
Commissioner Macbeth and Superin- 
tendent Gorsline and the result was 
unsatisfactory in developing to the 
satisfaction of the government official 
that, unwelcome as the Syrian is, he. 
is not one of tho parties who are 
wanted by the bureau.

most prodigious capacity for plain 
lying" that ever came under his no- 
tice.

The tragic death of Eraile Zola 


takes from modern literature one-of 
its strongest and most interesting 
figures. Wltile Zola's wider fame rests 
upon his connection with the recent 
"Dreyfus 
affair," 
his bocks 


ftrways -have in literature the place 
created for them by tflieir author. The 
most powerful 'and masterful of the 
modern exponents of realism in ro- 
mance, Zola was nt the same time 
the creator of what must always 
hold rank -as the most repulsive writ- 
ings of his time. -He represented life 
as he found it, <as life was in the 
places where he sought its manifes- 
tations. 
The normal in -life was but 


incidental material because he 


could find, so much th'at was abnor- 
mal, shocking1 nnd (hideous. He delved 
into the compost heaps of modern 
existence because humanity in its 
worst 
phases was there and he 


dragged it forth, in all its vileiiess 01 
vice and filth nnd held it up to the 
gaze tliat better conditioned man- 
kind mig-ht see what the universal 
human relationship followed it with. 
Zola never glossed the vice nor sought 
to sweeten the filth which g-ave such 
appalling- savor to his books, nor. did 
'he exaggerate. He wrote that which 
was and romance was merely the 
vehicle of presenting1 his horribly 
read pictures. 
It is not possible in 


a brief newspaper sketch to nnter 
into -any resume and 
analysis 01 


Zola's books. 
Nor is it possible to 


attempt 'any estimate of the moral 
effect of 'iiis labors. He leaves little 


lifermy productions of benefit 


to his kind. 
He showed the world 


its worst self, but to what good end 
must be a puzzle to moralists.
